SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled AA 10280b is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The JPEG computer image file is one of a total 280 computer image files stored on a 
Jaz disk and submitted together. The file contains one full colour photograph candidly 
depicting an apparently naked adult male drawing on a naked female's back. The 
female is ambiguously aged, and may be a young person or an adult. Script imprinted 
in the image includes a file name, a bulletin board service (BBS) name and contact 
number, a copyright statement, and "Distribute Freely! I" The image file presents as an 
advertisement for a BBS, with a titillatory undertone of low intensity. 

The internal ambiguity of the image has been interpreted in a manner consistent with 
freedom of expression. The Classification Office can determine no likely harm to 
children, young persons or adults in the candid depiction of nudity in a relaxed context 
to render the availability of the publication likely to be injurious to the public good. 
There can therefore be no justifiable limitation on the rights and freedoms of 
expression affirmed in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
